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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new language added to claims presents new limitations never before claimed requiring further 
consideration and/or search. The new language does not reduce issues before appeal and does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. It is felt that the new language of the device enhancing local blood circulation does not define over the prior art because the 
vibration frequency performed by the prior art will inherently, additionally provide this function. Nedwell may not state that the vibration 
created by the device enhances blood circulation however, such would be inherent because of the force applied to the patient's body 
would excite and force blood within its normal pathways. The added force applied to the body would increase blood circulation at least to 
a certain extent locally to the patient and thereby comprehend the new claim language . There is no clear structural limitation to define 
this function over the prior art other than describing the effects the device has on the body. The effects of enhancing blood circulation 
would be comprehended by the device of the prior art. 
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
